Ce HAVE SOUND 
reasons to be proud of this 
country’s action in helping veterans 
of the Second World War to and 
through university. 

The young men and young women 
who were assisted were those who 
stood ready to defend Canada, in 
most cases gave years of their youth 
to that purpose, and were entitled to 
the compensation they received from 
a grateful nation. 

No farther justification is needed 
for the veterans’ university aid plan. 

But greater benefits to the 
country than had been anticipated 
are coming to light. These young 
men and women who improved them- 
selves by higher education obviously 
are able to make a greater contribu- 
tion to the nation’s economy because 
of that education. And, in the opin- 
ion of the Department of Veterans 
Affairs, they are actually repaying 
the government for their educations 
via higher taxes paid on earnings 
which have been increased because 
of their college training. 

This is a general statement. A 
survey now under way by the depart- 
ment is expected to verify it ih detail. 

The success of the veterans’ uni- 
versity plan suggests certain advant- 
ages in state subsidies for higher edu- 
cation which might well be studied 
at this time. 

Canada, certain spokesmen telt 
us, is not producing enough univer- 
sity graduates to meet the needs of 
science, industry and the professions. 
It is not supplying a sufficient quan- 
tity because too small a proportion 
of those young Canadians who could 
benefit from university study are 
getting it And a number of 
those who are not advancing beyond 
high school graduation are ending 
their formal studies because they 
cannot finance a year at college. 

This is particularly the case for girls.

Rebuke to Police

ability cannot make, from late June 
to early September—the length of 
the first vacation period between 
high school and college—enough to 
carry her through the next academic 
yéar: In many cases a boy finds him- 
self in the same position.

But that severance does not eut 
the intangible ties which will hold 
the College close to the administra- 
tive board whia@k has shown it such 
consideration and co-operation over 
the last half century. 


Dr. Hickman has not limited his 
concept of the challenge to matters 
of buildings. He has emphasized 
the continuing obligation on the 
faculty to preserve good teaching 
and continued research as its goals. 

These are objectives that will be 
widely understood in Victoria. They 
derive increasing recognition not only | 
from parents whose children at- 
tend sessions, but from a growing 
number of more mature people who 
are proving the attraction and value 
of adult education by enrolment in | 
expanding courses developed for | 
them. 

Victoria College—the institution 
which draws high sehool graduates’ | 
who have proved their distinction by 
producing the seven top B.C. matricu- 
lants in the last eight years—moves 
into a future which promises new 
horizons and presents new difficul- 
tips. 

Dr. Hickman looks into that | 
future with confidence. His attitude 
will be shared by all citizens who 
acquaint themselves with the work 
of the College and give to it the 
community support it deserves.

The sweat broke out on tim, his nails 
dug into the canopy handle.

Conmimunism or Russianism? 


not only strong in Yugoslavia but is 
spreading in the satellite orbit, especially 
in Poland and in Hungary. 

What we are seeing is a growing sep- 
aration between Communism—as an 
ideology, a secular religion, and a social 
movement—and the Soviet Union as a 
great power and an imperial state. In 
the reign of Stalin the spread of Com- 
munism and the increase of the power 
of the Soviet state were meshed one with 
the other. 

Thus the line of the Iron Curtain, 
which hag brought Russian power into 
the centre of Europe, was an old Russian 
objective at least as long ago as the 
middle of the 19th century. 


Primary Object 

When at the end of the war Stalin's 
army reached that line, he installed Com- 
munist governments on his side of the 
line. But there is every reason to sup- 
pose that his primary object was to found 
a Soviet empire, using the Communist 
ideology as ‘one of the ways of binding 
the empire together. 

In Stalin’s time, moreover, the Com- 
| munist parties in the outer world, in 
| Italy and in France notoriously, were 
used not so much to advance Communism 
in their own countries as to serve the 
interests of the Soviet Union. 

The historic importance of Titoism is 
that it has been a rebellion against Mos- 
cow's use of Communism as an instru- 
| ment of Russian imperialism. 

From the end of the Second World 
War until Tito’s quarrel with Stalin, the 
Soviet Union treated Yugoslavia as, in 
the old days, the empires used to treat 
their colonies: as countries which were 
not to be developed for their own advan- 
tage but were to be exploited for the 
advantage of the imperial power. 

This anti-colonialist rebellion has 
spread beyond Yugoslavia. It is very ac- 
tive in Poland and in Hungary, and it is 
working, so it would appear, inside the 
| powerful Italian Communuist Party. 

In principle, the men who have fol- 
lowed Stalin in Russia have accepted Ti- 
toism. There are, they Nave stated pub- 
licly in the Soviet-Yugoslav communique 


after Tito’s visit to Moscow last June, 
different roads to socidlism. 

About the application of this principle, 
there is, it would seem, stil] much ‘argu- 
ment, For there must be very consider- . 
able anxiety in Moscow, not. only among. - 
the Communist Old Guard but perhaps 
also in the army, at the rapidity with 
which in Poland the ardent vigorous na- 
tionalism of the Poles is breaking out 
all over the place, ¢ 

We may regard Titoism as the coun- 
terpart within the Communist world—the 

—World between the Elbe and the Pacific 
—of the national] uprisings which in the 
non-Communist world extend from Mo 
rocco to Indonesia, 

Titoism is the anti-col the 
anti-imperialism, of the "Coben 
Moscow may be able to restrain it, here 
and there to set it back. But there is 
every reason to suppose that in Titoism, 
with its national autonomy, rather than 
in Stalinism, which is a form of Russian 
imperialism, lies the future of the world- 
wide Communist movements. 


Needs Review 


This will pose, indeed it is already - 
posing, problems which require a re-ex- ~ 
amination and a reappraisal of many of 
the concepts which have sérved us during 
the Stalinist period of the cold war. 

On the one hand, as Moscow ceases 
to be the governing centre of all Com- 
munist movements, we shall see the So- 
viet government acting more and more 
like a conventional great power, like a 
conventional imperial power, less and less 
as a militant crusading power, There 
is already much evidence of this change. 

This does not mean that there is 
going to be agreement, much less that 
the Soviet government will give up its 
Russian objectives—to exclude us from 
the Far East, to establish herself in the 
Middle East, to push back or to liquidate 
the Atlantic alliance. 

What it means is that the Soviet 
government will be playing the game 
of power politics in the conventional way, 
being able to count less than it did under 
Stalin on the local Communist parties. 

This does not promise international 
harmony. But it will be better than wha 
we faced when Communism and Russian 
power were one and the same thing. 


Greater Appeal 


On the other hand, in the under- 
developed countries we must expect the 
Titoist Communist partiés to have a 
much greater popular appeal than the 
Stalinist parties. Communism as a 
means of social revolution and recon- 
struction will less and less be handi- 
capped by the spectre of Russian im- 
perialism. oo

WASHINGTON (AP) —Russia’s Premier Bulganin 
almost certainly will fire a quick reply to a letter from 
President Eisenhower accusing him bluntly of meddling in 
the American political campaign. 

But whether he does er not, Bulganin’s letter seems 
sure to become a major political issue in the United States 
in the coming two weeks; with both Republicans and Demo- 
crats seeking to use it to their advantage in the debate over 
continuance of hydrogen bomb testing. 

Officials who forecast that Bulganin will reply prompt-

ish Columbia’s Fraser River to 
spawn. 

If there were no controls, un- 
limited fishing might wipe out 
the entire resource. In the 
past, U.S. fishermen have 
caught more than 70 per cent 
of the pink salmon in off-shore 
fishing, but in recent years 
Canadians have increased their 
activity, reducing U.S, ¢atches 
to less than 60 per cent,
